The chief peint ]
of the Mall account, as of Gibbins', Is that
it established the fact that e mine could
only have been exploded by design and by
tho deliberate act of a Spanish engineer or
officers In charge of the mine field observa-
tlon station,

This revelation has evidently much Im-
premied public opinion here and It has once
more brought the Malne outrage into the
foremost position as the final justifying cause
in the present erisls. Not only England but
Europe 1s walting with keen expeciancy for
the launching of the president's miesage
Monday, The situation so far as the Euro-
pean powers are coneerned has had no fresh
developments since the forelgn ambassadors
at Madrid, following the dellvery of the presi-
dent's dignified and decisive reply to the
joint note, agaln urged the Spanlsh govern-
ment to make toncesslons to obviate war,

SPANISH KNAVERY UNMASKED,

Mudrid dlspatches published here today as
revised by the cwnsor in a superfluous way
glve A& most cffective pleture of the com-
posure and determination with which Spaln
and Its minlstry are awalting the vow la-
evitable hostilltles, These dispatches are
specially designed to exeite European sym-
pathy for the herolo resignation of Spaln In
the face of the Impending disastrous con-
filet. But the time for these devices has
passed. They decelve no one. Spanish
koavery i8 too well understood.

The chancellerles of Europe In general
hope mow that If there is a conflict it will
be short, sharp and declslve. But this ia
Bearcely llkely to be gratified, as It is be-
lleved Bpanish tacticsa will be directed to
avoldfng a naval engagement, relying on the
prolongation of the war for a chance of fur-
ther complications ensuing, It ls stated here
that upwards of 300 qualified British doctora
bave applled for services with the United
Btates. Owing to the altered conditions of
the service in the medical department of the
British army arising from friction betweon
the combatant and noncombatant branchcs
because the former objects to eurgeons hav-
ing military rank and titles similar to thelr
own, the young doctors are abstalning from
offerlng themselves for army and navy va-
cancies. This condition of things has put the
MBritlash army at a serlous disadvantage In
relation to Its medical staff, and now the re-
port s circulated here that in the United
States army recoguition of equal status for
surgeons with officers of military rank la
also denied. Thls report, unless denled, s
well oalculated to cause the majority of eur-
geons who veolunteered for the American
army to withdraw thelr names,

NATION PEACE.

Hope There Wil Be No Ruptare lle-
tween Spaln and United States,
(Copyright, 1598, by the Assocliated Press)
BERLIN, April 9.—All news of the His-

pano-American crisis is anxlously watched In

Germany, as the opening of actual hostlli-

tlea le expected, and German intercsts, espe-

clally Its commerclal Interests, are mvolved.

The newspapers, though still hoplng that
peace will not be broken, are now beginning
to dlpcuss the probable effect of war on trade,
Fublio opinion 18 much divided, many of the
papers expresalng the bellef that the United
States ought to be satlsfled with the con-
ceeslons Spaln s offering. Others declare,
however, that the United States 8 right In
demaending the absolute independence of Cuba
as the only means of preventing a recurrence
of the disturbances and quleting the Jjust
Indignation ln America at Spanish misrule.

Hardly anybody In serlous politleal circles
doubts that war ls coming, the points at ls-
sue being deemed Irreconcilable, although
every paper dooes full justice to President
MeKinley's moderation and evident desire for
peace.

The natlonal conservative newspapers have
taken the occasion to polnt out that im the
event of war Germany ought to selze the op-
portunity to obtain objects which Its politl-
clans have been aiming at for years. The
Deutache Zeltupg, the leading organ of (his
party, expresses the hope that the German
forelgn ofMce s amvanging to “‘appropriate
Bamoa, drive the Americana from there, and
take posseewion of one or more of the
Antilles, If poesible, the Danish islands, as
Germany, after Cuba has become American
or ldependent, will require a coaling sta-
tlon o these walers for s navy and mer-
chant marine,”

It Is ‘sarned at the forelgn oMice here that
the Cannamaba incldent has been satlsfac.
torily settled, Spaln agreelng to pay 450,000
peselas damage for the destruction of Ger-
man groperty and the lives taken by the
insurgeats o that part of Cuba.

In consequence of this *2:lument, the Ger-
TAD WAL 8h'% Lojer has been ordered to Brazil
instead of golng to Havana for the purpose

Germany will likely send one war ship to
protect German inlerests in case of wWar and
it Is understood the navy departmeént has in-
structed the oficlals at Kiel to sead a vessel
across the Atlantie. In case of an outbreak
the official sttitude of Germany will not be
changed.

Vigo, made another attempt during the last
week to secure Germany's Intervention or
mediation, while Bmperor Francls Joseph of
Austria reaewed his pernonal and confidential
solicitations on the same subject with Em-
peror Willlam.

Germany, however, has taken up the posi-
tion that the question exclusively concerns
the United States and Spaln, and unless both
of these countries ank Oerman mediatlon or
good offices any steps In the matter would be
uselesn.

It I8 eald on unexceptional authority that
the queen regent is the |nitlator of the move-
ment to enlist the pope in Spain’s behalf,
and Emperor Francis Joseph alded her, but
Emperor Willlam warned them that the step
was likely to meet with the declded disap-
proval of the majority of Americans,

It would be
cowandly for them to act otherwlse, The
Yankee republic will find the present gen-
eration of Spaninrds as chivalrous ag their
forefathers,

The reason for thls s i(hat the
Imo Is regarded as too short to allow for
the transportailon of the purchases to the
United Stalea before war ls declared.

The same authority says heavy purchaecs
have been made of war material, the nature
cf which Is Kept a profaund seeret, but whieh
In the event of hostilitles will play a moet
important role.

A member of Emperor Willlam's house-
hold furnishes some Interesting detalls of
his majesty’'s trip to [Palestine. He has
finally declded to leave the empreas behind,
her physlclan feebidding horeeback riding,
and as driving In Palestine s Impossible, she
had to relinquish her trip, muih to her
reeret.

GERMANY WILL REMAIN NEUTRAL

Has No Denire to Break Ite Friendship
with This Country.

NEW YORK, April 8.—The New York
Staats Zeltung will tomorrow publish an in-
terview which its Berlin speclal correspond-
ent had today with a high functionary of
the imperlal foreign office regarding the of-
ficial attitude of Germany in the Hispano-
American confiict. The €unctionary, after
affirming anew -that Germany would remaln
etrictly neutral, continued as follows:

We are suffering under the allegation
that we have decided to slde with Bpain,
Our own Immediate Interests and com-
mercial relations are rather apt to trend
our sympatoies toward the United States.
We jolned the action of the powera In
Washington without deviating an Inch from
the llne of the strictest neutrality; we
wera led by the conslderation that the
action of the members wis not directed at
Interference, but was solely and excluslvely
Intended to be an utterance of peace, It
would hawve looked very queer had we, and
only we, excluded ourselves from that
purely platonle move. Spaln, In that case,
would have been justified In asserting that
we slded with the United Btates.

We do not by any means defend Spanish
misrule in Cuba; nor have we the least
interest in preventing the separation of the
leland from Spain. But if Uae separation
Is performed too vehemently, then Bpain
would have to suffer too severely, and the
monarchy there would be endangered. But,
nevertheless, we will Interfere under no
clreumstancea whatever, If for no other
ealge taan for the sake of the exliting
commercial relations, We sincerely wish
to keep up the friendship with the United
States which has stood the test of 10 yeary
without ever being Impaired.

GERMANY ABSOLUTELY NEUTRAL.
Takes No Shiles ’?n_thf-uliirn\'erny with

Spain.

BERLIN, Aprll 9.—The seml-official North |

German Gazette 0¥ A slalement has
been made In forelgn newspapers and here
and there in German papers, that Iin the dis-
pute between Spain and America, the Ger-
man government has departed from the line
of strict neutrality. It is impossible to dis-
cover wherein this view is baxed. From the
beginning of these complications to the pres-
ent hour the government has abstained from
any act which could savor in any way of
taking sldes, and has particularly avoided
everything which might have the effect of
disturbing our relations with the United
States, to which coundry Germany fs bound
by 100 years of unclouded friendship. Noth-
Ing In this attitude hes been changed by the
adteslon of Germany to the collective step
of the powers in Washington, a step to which
all the powers had previously assented, and
which had in view solely and with all friend-
linesg the humanitarian alm approved by the
United Stales ltsell. We think we are not
mistaken in saying the government hes the
whaole public opinion of Germany behind it in
the policy of absolute neutrality which It bas
pursued."

Thinks Outcome of a Prohable War
Problematlienl,

ROME, Aprll 8. —(New York World Cable-
gram—Special Telegram.)—Admiral Enrico
Acclneint, the senior Itallan admiral, active
service commander of the first naval depart-
ment and next to the minigter of marine,
made the following etatement on the subject
of the Impending naval war between America
and Spaln:

“America and Spain, nelther having antlel-
pated the imminence of a naval war, both
are unprepared and especially the United
States have not strengthened thelr naval
torces since the prospect of war arose, It
would be futile to attempt a detailed com-
parison of thelr fleets. If on the one hand
Spain on paper has a mare complete naval
organization, om the other hand It must be
recognized that the Uualted States has Im-
mensely greater economic and industrial re-
sources. Both have noble traditions of
struggle for natlonallty, Spain counts on Its
naval annals for examples of true herolsm,
but America, while quite young in the racke
of natlons, s able to write down to ita credit
pages amongst the most glorious In history,
when it made headway against mighty
natlons with the aid of men like Farragut,
who would be an honor to any country.

“Again, even examining and judging from
the material strength of the ships of which
the two fleets are composed, it 18 impossible
to establish even a relative superiority, one
over the other. The war would not be one
of large battleships but of cruisers. The
simple fact that the United States may mo-
mentarily have the smaller number of these
can prove nothing, as she s in a position to
purchase more. There is no reason to as-
sume, In fact there is every reason to reject
the poeaibllity of Spain blockading the har-
bors of the United States. Its coast line Is
too extensive for even an attempt to he made
at & blockade by a fleet such as that of
Spain, and from a strateglcal point of view
it would not be advisable, besldes, Spain
must bave a recollection of a war In South
America wherein, in splte of many acts of
valor, the work of blockading proved of very
littlg efMcacy."

When Mr. Dent
chartered the Brookline to go to Bantiago
he also chartered the Beveriey, another
Boston frulter In the West Indian trade, to
go to Clenfuegos, Cuba, to bring away Con-
sul McCGarr and the Americans resident
there, who were in great danger, too. The
Beverley did not return to Jamaica, but
salled from Clenfuegos for Boston, Intending
to stop at Key West to let Consul McQarr
and others land there,

MESSAGE GOES IN MONDAY. |

WASHINGTON, April 9.—President McKinley recelved a cable dispatch
from Minister Woodford at Madrld tonlght announcing that the Spanlsh goy-
ernment had granted an armistice for Cuba.

The essentlal fact that 8pain had conceded what the powers and the pope
had for many days been urging upon It dispelled for the moment the darkuness
of the war clouds and brought in its stead what was regarded at least as a
falnt hope of a peaceful solution of the pending difficulty.

The receipt of this news has not, however, resulted In any ehange of the ads
ministration's program of sending the president's message Monday. It was
avowedly announced that the president would send his message to congress on
Monday. Whether he will add apything regarding the proposed armistice noth.
iug conld be definitely learned,

It is to be recalled, however, that a development of this character would re-
ceive attentlon at the president's hand, although it could not be learned tonlght
that his attention would include more than a recital of fact.

At the conclusion of the conference with the president tonight It was ex.
pressed as the belief of one of the conferces that there would be no thavge
the message,

One of the men In the conference expressed the opinlon that the proposed
armistice tended toward a peaceful solutlon of the Cuban question, although he
declined to venture a suggestion as to how the proposition would be received by
CONgress,

The Malne Incident will gtill be left for solution, he sald, and that Is the
question on which congress and the country at present are exeeedingly sensitive,

The news of Spain's actlon spread qulekly aond aroused great Interest and
activity throughout the evening. [The first word as to Spain's concesslon came
to Mgr, Martinelll, the papal delegate, at 6:30 p. m.,, and announced from the
vatican that the papal punclo at Madrid had bLeen advised that an armistice
was granted,

Mgr, Martinelll sent for Archbishop Ireland, and soon after the message from
the vatlean was repeated by telephone to the White House.
the message from Mr., Woodford was received,

Singularly the Spanish minister had received no advlees from Madrid up to
midnight, and M. Cambon, the French ministep, who has been foremost In ur,
ing the pacific Influences of the powers, was also without direct officinl notifle
catlon,

At all the embassies and legations, however, the armlstice was accepted as
an accomplished fact, and there was mutoal congratulations in diplomatic guar.
ters over this result, and the expression of bellef that It was an augury of
peace,

The exact terms of the armistice are felt to be the most essentlal feature of
Spaln's concessions. At the outset It was supposed to be an unconditional grant
of armistice, Later, however, the press advices from Madrid and London
stated conditions of a material characler.
